Terrific air battles raged today over England and Germany as bombers 
struck at the capitals of both belligerents — Berlin and London. 
Berlin got its first taste of an air raid when four waves of British bombers, 
swooping above a protective ceiling of clouds, skirted spectacular German anti­ 
aircraft fire and dropped incendiary bombs on the fringe of the city early this 
morning. 
Gentian planes immediately launch ed reprisal raids, flashing across the 
channel on a 30-mile front and attacking England’s “Hell’s Corner” port of 
Dover — gateway for a possible Nazi invasion — and bombed crowded streets 
in Folkestone and other coastal towns. 
Hitler’s bombers stormed toward London for the sixth time in the three 
days, but they failed immediately to penetrate the city’s defenses, the British 
said. 
Hundreds of anti-aircraft guns barked defiance at planes locked in dog­ 
fights on both sides of the channel w the aerial warfare continued at its rapid 
and deadly pace. 
Berlin’s 4,000,000 population huddled in cellars and shelters for three hours 
and four minutes, but German sources said only one three-room garden cottage 
in the northern suburb of Rosenthal was damaged by fire and that there were 
no casualties. 
As usual, claims and counter-claims appeared as to actual air losses.

German officials, who lost no 
time in counter-reprisals, announced 
the British bombers came over in 
four waves, but dropped no bombs 
on the city proper and only a few 
in the suburbs during a three-hour 
before-dawn air raid alarm. 
Hardly had the British bombers 
returned to their bases before Ger­ 
man fliers began raining fire bombs 
over a wide area of Wales

In 
a certain way and most of them (horses and hu­ 
mans) go on doing those certain things in that cer­ 
tain w ay all their lives, without questioning the 
correctness of the method or trying any variation. 
Of course, the horse does not have the sam e op. 
portunity as th . human to undertake innovation. 
There is a jockey on the horse's back ready to give 
him a belt if he takes to experimenting. Still, th ere 
Is usually a boss somewhere in behind the human, 
too. 
However, the wise horse trainer usually studies a 
horse's Ideas as m anifested in the way it runs a 
race and often comes to the conclusion the horse 
knows best and orders the jockey to let it run in 
its own iashlon. Some horses run best in front of 
the field. Others like to come from behind. W e are 
not sure whether this is thought on the part of 
the horse, or Just idiosyncrasy.

The exact date for withdrawal 
of the British forces from Shanghai 
has not been set. 
As the local Shanghai authori­ 
ties, have proved unable to effect 
a settlement, the questions ar is­ 
sue have been transferred to W ash­ 
ington and Tokyo, where negotia­ 
tions now are proceeding.
